Eprror Recono:—Many who have not
been, and others who were soldiers, at the
pregont time are enquiring—what is the
(irand Army of the Republie? They are
answered by the uninitinted that it is a se-
cret political organization. Now, as n mem-
beraud A, D. C. to the Commander ot -this
State, who, by the way, is & Domocrat, I
write this to correct the erronevus impres-
alon now formed fn the minds of many, that
the G. A. R. inn scoret politioal organiza-
tion. This s far frem the truth, ne 1 do not
know or havel ever known where it bas
heen uzed for political purposes, and in my
opinion any attempt to so conirol it, wonld
scal Its deatl-warrant within 90 days. The
organization is a benevolent mutual nid as-
sacintion of roldiers and enilore of the late
war, engaged in works of love and philan-
throphy for their suffering comrades, or the
sutvivors of deceased comrades.
